THE ARMENIAN MASSACRE, 


Firat Reports of the Slaughter Not 
Exaggcratcd. 

London, December 6.—The Daily News 
has this dispatch from its*correspondent in 
Constantinople: 
*“‘News from various sources confirms the 
belief that the firs€ report of the Armenian 
massacre was not overdrawn. There is 
reason to believe that the truth was hid- 
den from thé sultan, who on November 
S0th requested the United States minister 
to send a delegate to accompany the com- 
misston of inquiry. The minister commu- 
nicated with Washington, but the decision 
of the Washington government is yet un- 
Known. The sultan. on December 24 re- 
quested General Blunt Pasha to go to 
Bitlis and report directly to the palace. 
Blunt’s health prevented his going, which 
was resgretable, inasmuch as he would have 
been a trusty investigator.” 
The Standard learns that President Cleve- 
land expressed to the sultan his regret 
that he was unable to send an American 
delegate into Armenia with the commis- 
sion of inquiry. 


CGOREANS BREAK PROMISES 


And Do Not Follow the Advice of the 
Japnnese Minister. 

London, December 6.—A Central News 
correspondent at Tokio telegraphs as fol- 
hows: 

“The Corean government has broken its 
promises to follow the advice of Céunt 
Inonye, the Japanese minister, at Seoul, 
regarding internal reforms. After appear- 
ing to comply with Count Inonye’s suggest- 
tions, the government sent secret messages 
through the country for the purpose of ex- 
citing rigings among the natives. Count 
Inonye, therefore, informed the Corean 
foreign office that the advice he had pre- 
viously presented had been revoked and 
caused to be recalled the troops that he had 
sent to suppress uprisings. A discovery 
of the underhand dealings on the part of 
the authorities has caused a disturbance at 
the palace, and the minister of the interior 
has tendered his resignation. 

The movements of Field Marshal Yama- 
gata’s divisions of the first army, now on 
the march through Manchuria, indicate that 
he intends to effect a junction with the 
second army instead of advancing upon 
Moukder. Having cleared the army’s 
route of the Chinese troons, General At- 
chimi's brigade has réjoined the main army. 
The field marshal’s headquarters are still 
at Chin Lien. 

The vessels seized by the Japanese at Port 
Arthur are a torpedo boat, two merchant 
coasters and a small cruiser which was 
building there. 


MEETING OF THE REICHSTAG. 


Excitement on Account of Socialists 
Not Cheering for the Emperor. 

Berlin, Deceniber 6.—The first sitting of 
the: reichstag in its new building on the 
east side of the Koenigsplatz was held 
today. 

President von Levetzow delivered a brief 
address in.honor of the completion of 
the building, concluding his remarxs with 
a call for cheers for the emperor. 

All the members present, with the ex- 
ception of the socialists, responded by 
rising from their seats and cheering hearti- 
ly. Upon seeing that’ the socialists re- 
tained their seats the other members were 
greatly excited, howling and shouting at 
the soctalists to get out. These cries, how- 
ever, had no effect upon the social demo- 
cratic members, who remained seated. Ful- 
ly five minutes elapsed before the tuinuit 
coul@d be quieted and order restored. The 
socialists during the disorder retorted by 
calling the other members ‘‘rowdies,’’ and 
making use of many other invectives. 

The bell was rung for order andl Presi- 
dent von Levetzow eventually succeeded 
in his efforts to quiet the angry members. 
When order was restored the balloting for 
secretaries was begun. The socialists 
claimed the right to the third secretarvship 
and nominated for that position Herr 
Fischer. This nomination was received 
with many protests from the members of 
other groups. Herr von Levetzow sternly 
censured the socialists for not respouding 
to the call for cheers for the emperor. Herr 
Singer, the socialist leader, replied that 
they would never join in cheering for a 
man who told his soldiers that at his com- 
mand they must fire upon their fellow- 
citizens. 

This Geclaration of Herr Singer was 
greeted with cheers by his followers and a 
greater uproar than before prevailed.

POLICE GOT A SHARE 


Murray Demanded One-Fo 
the Receipts Once. 


HAD TO SET UP SEVENTY-NINE SUPPERS 


The Managers of the French Ball Had to 
Feed Nearly All the Blue Coats 
in the Precinct. 


New York, December 6.—Senator O’Connor 
conducted the proceedings of the Lexow 
committes today in the chairman’s ab- 
serce. Frank W. Sanger, manager of the 
Madison Square garden, testified that Bra- 
dy, Corbett’s manager, had drawn $250 to be 
paid the police on the night of the Corbett 
exhibition. Sanger understood that Captain 
Schmittberger got the money. Part of the 
amount was charged to Brady and part to 
the lessees of the garden. The witness said 
he thought that Manager Brady, in paying 
the money, was but following the usual cus- 
tom. 

Mr. Brady then took the stand. 

“What did you do with the $250 you drew 
from the box office in Madison Square gar 
den?’ : 

“I did not draw $250, but what I did draw 
I paid to Mr. Ben Sherwood, the superin- 
tendent of the garden.” 

“How came you to pay Mr. Sherwood?” 

“Well, he stopped up all night building 
the ring and making the preparations. I 
always gave him money when I had an ex- 
hibition.’’ 

‘‘Now, Mr. Brady, Mr. Sanger has sworn 
you told himj you wanted the money for 
Captain Schmittberger; did Mr..Sanger per- 
jure himself when he swore to that?’’ 

“I think vou should allow me—” 

“Stop, sir,’ cried Mr. Goff, “answer my 
question.’’ 

Here a young man, evidently Brady’s 
counsel, jumped up and asked to be heard, 
but Mr. Goff refused to aliow him to speak. 

Brady said he could not answer the ques- 
tion as it was put. 

“Answer the question, sir, or the grand 
jury may make you answer it,”” said Mr. 
Goff. 

Brady hesitated- a long time and then 
said, slowly: ‘“‘What Mr. Sanger said was 
substantially true.” 

“Is any part of what Mr. Sanger said un- 
true?’ : 

“It is all substantially true.” 

Mr. Brady then told about a negotiation 
he made between Corbett and Mitchell to 
box at the Madison Square garden about 
three years ago. Owing to a statement 
published in the papers that the contest 
would not be allowed, it was dropped for a 
time. Mitchell then went out west. of 
short time after I was informed that if I 
would meet a third party the contest could 
be arranged. The third party was William 
Muldeon. Muldoon told me he could fix 
the affair if I would give him 25 per cent of 
the receipts.” 

‘‘Muldoon is an ex-policeman is he not?” 

“Tt think so, sir.’’ 

Muldoon and His “Friend.” 

The arrangement was made and Muldoon 
received the 25 per cent. Brady did not 
know what disposition was made of it. 
Muldoon had spoken of another party siim- 
ply as his ‘‘friend,’’ but Brady understood 
the friend to be Superintendent Murray, 
who had previously stated that the contest 
could not take place. The $250 also spoken 
of was also paid without question as to its 
disposition. 

After recess Frederick Gallagher, sporting 
editor of The New York Illustrated News, 
took the stand. He knéw Pugilist Mitchell 
for a number of years. He was present at 
the negctiations between Mitchell and Bra- 
dy. ‘“‘There was nothing said about police 
interference,’ said he, ‘‘at the meeting in 
The New York Clipper office. There was a 
subsequent meeting between himself and 
Brady at the Astor house. Brady spoke 
about making arrangements for the hclding 
of the match itn the Madison Square gar- 
den. Brady figured out the probable re- 
ceipts as $22,000. 

“Brady told me,"’ said he, “there was 2 
third party who wanted a third of the re- 
ceipts. I asked was the third party ‘Mr. 
Policeman,’ and Brady said it was. I then 
said I would not be a party to such a black- 
mailing scheme on the part of the polite.’’ 
The witness said he brought in Mitchell, 
who was waiting outside, and he also de- 
clined to box under such conditions. Cor- 
bett was also present. 
Gallagher said he had no personal knowl- 
edge of the police in this city. “I man- 
aged exhibitions,”’ said he, ‘tin Chicago, New 
Orleans, St. Louis and other dities, and I 
never paid a cent to the police in any of 
these places.”’ 
The witness said it was common rumor 
among sporting men that the police of New 
York were generally paid by the promoters 
of boxing exhibitiors. The police of Paris, 
he stated, were paid nothing for keeping 
order at an cntertainment. ‘I think,’’ said 
he, ‘‘that New York has a unique individual- 
ity in the line of paying police blackmail.” 
Those French Balls. 
Gustav Dorval, manager of the St. James 
hotel, was next called. He is president of 
the French society, Cercle Francaise de 
L Harmonie. After him came Joseph Mey- 
er, secretary of the same society. They 
were examined with a view to discovering 
whether blackmail has been paid to the 
police when the so-called “French balls” 
were held. The only results were that one 
hundred dollars had been paid to the police 
department for a permit to hold a masked 
ball, and that $79 was paid on an entry 
merked ‘“‘police.’’ The explanation given was 
that it was paid for supper foy seventy-nine 
policemen. Mr. Goff inquired as to “high 
kicking’’ and asked Meyer if he did not 
know that the balls given by his society 
were a standing disgrace to the city. Meyer 
defended the balls and denounced as lies 
the stories alluded to by Mr. Goff. 
Mr. Goff tcid Meyer he was a perjurer. 
Another witness testified that he had 
paid $150 to two police sergeants for the 
privilege of selling liquor at the French 
cooks’ ball after 1 o'clock. 
A widow named Neustatel gave her ex- 
perience in endeavoring to run a saloon 
in Irvington street. She named Detectives 
Brannan and McCormick and Excise In- 
spector Goddey as men to whom she had 
continuously paid money in sums of from 
$5 to $100.

EUGENE KELLY PARALYZED. 


He Has Large and Valuable Invest- 
ments in Georgina. 

New York, December 7.—It was reported 
last night that Eugene Kelly, the venerable 
head of the well-known’ banking firm of 
Bugene Kelly & Co., had been stricken with 
paralysis on Tuesday. At Mr. Kelly’s 
home inquirers were told that he was very 
ill and under the personal care of his fam- 
ily. 

Mr. Kelly is over eighty years of age; is 
one of the best known, public spirited and 
philanthropic Irish-Americans in this city. 
He is reputed to be worth fully $10,000,000. 
He is president of the Atlanta and Char- 
lotte Air-Line railroad, the Southern Bank 
of Georgia, at Savannah, and has other 
large interests in the south. 

He visited Atlanta and Savannah at 
least once every year.

MUST LEEP THEIR AGREEMENT. 


Judge Truax’s Decision in a Row Be- 
etween Two Companies. 

New York, December 6.—The row between 
the Pacific Mail Steamship Company and 
the Panama Railroad Company was stop- 
ped by the supreme court today. 

Justice Truax, in special term, handed 
down a decision ordering a permanent and 
perpetual injunction to restrain the Pana- 
ma Railroad Company from terminating 
its present agreement with the Pacific 
Mail Steamship Company. 

This injunction restrains the railroad from 
changing the methods now in vogue be- 
tween the two companies regarding the 
issuing of bilis of lading and the trans- 
portation of passengers, mafl or merchan- 
dise. 


IVES BREAKS THE RECORD.

ile Made a Run of 334 Balk-Line, An-

Chicago, December 6.—Frank C. Ives 
broke the world’s record at  balking- 
billiards with the anchor barred twice to- 
night during the continuation of his tour- 
nament with Jacob Schaefer. Before to- 
night the record was 331, made at the 
New York tourney by Ives. By making 
fifty-three in the first inning tonight, added 
to his 281 of the night before, the two 
being one run, he broke his own record’ by 
three points and later in the evening by 
the phenomenal run of 359 again smashed 
it. No such billiard playing was ever 
seen in Chicago. Ives’s average was 46 2-13. 
At the conclusion of the nigh?’s play the 
score stood: Ives, 2,400; Schaefer, 1,431. 


The Fortifications Bill. 

Washington, December 6.—The house ap- 
propriations committee today agreed on 
the fortifications bill for the next fiscal 
year. It earries an appropriation of $1,879,-. 
067, being $5,478,646 below the estimates 
on which it is based, and $547,346 less than 
the appropriations for the current fiscal 
year. The bill authorizes no contracts to 
be made in excess of the sums appropriated, 
but simply contains appropriations in con- 
tinuance of the policy adopted wy the fif- 
tieth, fifty-first and fifty-second congresses 
and the present congress, at its last session. 
The appropriations include $8,407 for Fort 
Monroe. 


Fire Among Mattresses. 
Chattanooga, Tenn., December 6.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—Fire broke out this morning in Par- 
ham’s mattress factory in the heart of the 
city and fer a time a conflagration was 
threatened. Tihe fire department. however, 
responded promptiy and succeeded in t- 
ting the flames under ccntrol before hor 
could reach adjoining buildings. The mat- 
tress factory was gutted. The loss is about 
$5,000, fully insured.

SAVED FROM A MOB 


Murphy, Who Assassinated Treasnrer 
Copes, Is Safe in Jail. 


PURSUED THROUGH THREE STATES 


From South Carolina He Escaped to 
Georgia and Thence to Florida. 


DETECTIVES KEPT HOT AFTER HIM 


When Arrested He Had Nothing to Say, 
but He Will Probably Give His 
Accomplices Away. 


Columbia, S. C., December 6.—Govermer 
Evans has had difficulty today in prevent- 
ing the lynching of » white man in the 
city of Orangeburg. The man is D. C. 
Murphy, alias J. T. Spankin, a desperate 
fellow of vagabondish appearance. After 
going by a circuitous route via several rail 
roads, the sheriff and five detectives and 
deputies arrived here with him late tonight 
and lodged him in jail. He is charged with 
being the principal in the foul assassination 
of Treasurer Robert Copes, of Orangeburg, 
early in October. : 

The treasurer had been out in the coun- 
try collecting taxes and was returning along 
a lonely road when from ambush in a 
sSwamp- he was shot. Half of his head was 
blown off. He had a large amount of the 
state’s money on his person. The assas- 
sins managed to find only about $70 of it, 
however. The treasurer was a prominent 
man and generally beloved. For days—even 
weeks—the men of the county scoured the 
country around for some trace of the as- 
sassins. They could find none. They were 
determined to lynch the assassins. The 
fate of Copes has just caused the legislature 
to abolish the collection law. .e 

In the crowd which searched for clues 
were two detectives, Weeks and Lambert. 
They found strong evidence, showing that 
this fellow Murphy was the principal. They 
kept it to themselves. For many weary 
weeks they trailed Murphy from the scene 
of the crime through to Palatka, Fla., 
where he has a wife, whom he sneaks in 
to see occasionally. He got there a couple 
of days before them and had disappeared 
when they arrived. They took the trail 
again and followed close on him through 
Georgia, getting hot after him at Pitts- 
sylvania. On Wednesday they located him 
in the woods near a small place in Beau- 
fort county. He ran a “blind tiger’’ there 
during the night, and hid way out in the 
woods during the day. He submitted to 
arrest without asking a question. He took 
the detectives after he was ironed, to see 
his hiding place. He has declined to speak 
of the assassination at all., There is evi- 
dence to show who the other assassins are, 
and it points to several persons in Orange- 
burg county. He will likely give their 
names. 

There is no doubt of his being the prin- 
cipal. The detectives have silenced their 
witnesses temporarily. The fellow is a 
desperate looking character. He is six feet 
high and powerfully built, with high cheek 
bones and unshaven face. The detectives 
and escort had to spirit nim from Orange- 
burg in a jiffy early in the afternoon as 
the town was rapidly filling up with men 
and excitement was running high. 


YOUNG MEN AT THE HELM. 


The Governor Is Only Thirty-One and 
Two Others Twenty-Five Lach. 

Columbia, S. C., December 6.—(Special.)— 
William A. Barber, elected attorney gen- 
efal today te succeed O. W. Buchanan, is 
probably the youngest attorney general it 
the United States. He lacks four days of 
being twenty-five years old. Together with 
Governor Evans, thirty-one years old, and 
Ajijutant General Watts, twenty-five years 
old, re completes a «rio of probably the 
youngest state oflicials ever elected in 
Scuth Carolina. Attorney General Barber 
was opposed by Solicitor J. Duncan Bellin- 
ger, of Earnwell, whom he defeated by 4 
vote of % to 56 in the general assembly. 

For the past two years General Barber 
has been the assistant of Attorney General 
Buchanan. He is a graduate of the academ- 
ic and law departments of the South Curo- 
Ina college in 1889, and was admitted to 
the practice of law at the Chester bar by 
a special act of the legislature. At the 
time of his admission he was not twenty- 
one years old.

W. A. Barber was elected attorney gen- 
eral today. He is, perhaps, the youngest 
attorney general of any state in the union, 
being a mere boy, twenty-six years old.

Fort Worth, Texas, December 6.—One ef 
the most daring train robberies ever com- 
mitted in Texas took place eight miles 
west of here and two miles east of Ben- 
brook station this evening about 6 o’clock 

As an eastbound glexas and Pacific pas- 
senger train was nearing Mary’s creek, it 
was brought to a sudden stop by a danger 
signal displayed on the trestle. The 
enginéer was covered by three unmasked 
men, who boarded the cab and ord@¢ed 
that the train be backed up about a half 
rile, when the fireman was covered and 
ordered to break in the express door. He 
refused, but the robbers pulled the triggers 
of their guns and a number of shots in the 
air brought the fireman to terms. He 
burst in the express car door with a 
pickax. One of the robbers then kept 
the fireman and engineer while the others 
went into the express car. 

Fort Worth is the end of the express run 
and the safe doors were open. One of the 
robbers rifled the safes while the other 
kept gnard over the messenger. At 6 o’clock 
the train was stopped and thirty minutes 
later it was in Fort Worth. The exact 
amount the robbers secured is not known, 
but it is said to have been near $140,000 in 
money, gold bullion en route from San 
Francisco to Washington, and Texas Pa- 
cific checks. 

After the hold-up the robbers mounted 
their horses, told the engineer to go ahead 
and then made leisurely off in a north- 
westerly direction. The express officials 
here say they do not know the amount 
taken, but that it is the only through train 
from the west and carries every evening 
a large amount of money. On the arrival] 
of the train at Fort Worth posses were 
immediately organized to close in every 
direction, thereby making escape impossi- 
ble.

Washington, December 6.—When the 
democratic senatorial ca3cus adjourned this 
afternoon at § o'clock those who had been 
endeavoring to get some action that would 
make it possible to pass the so-called pop- 
gun tariff bills and strike the differential 
duty of % of a cent a pound on refined su- 
gar from the sugar schedule, gave up all 

hepe, No organized effort will be made to 
push these bills, nor will there be any clot- 
ure resolution offered in the senate with 
the endorsement of the democratic caucus, 
This much was determined by the refusal 
of the caucus to act affirmatively upon pro- 
pceitions which had in view both cloture 
e passage of the popsun bills. 

Pace Thee diecuanten the caucus decid- 
ed vpon certain measures of proposed leg- 
islation to be presented for the considera- 
tion of the senate and pushed to completion 
if possible. These subjects ate as follows; 

A bankruptcy bill; a bill for the construc- 
tion of the Nicaragua canal; a currency 
bill; bills for the admission of the territories 
of Arizona and New Mexico, and the consid- 
eration of the house joigt resolution, provid-: 
ing for the election of United States s¢n« 
ators by the people. “Also such other meas~ 
ures, including appropriation bills, as the 
“steering committee’ may deem important. 
This committee was instructed to report to 
the caucus the order in which these sub- 
jects of legislation shall be considered. 

While the committee has not discussed 
the matter fully, it is known that the bank- 
ruptcy bill will b= selected as the first 
measure to be taken up in the senate, it 
having already passed the house and been 
reported to the senate with several amend- 
ments. 

After a full discussion of the subject of 
cloture this afternoon it was seen that the 
sentiment of the majority was against it 
and Mr. Daniel withdrew the resolution he 
had offered and for the time being, at least, 
there will be an end to the discussion along 

t line. 

> far as the supplemental! tariff bills are 
concerned, it was admit*ed that they could 
no be passed, for the republicans, during a 
ghort session could easily talk any meas~- 
ure to death. These bills do not appear in 
the list of subjects agreed to. This con- 
clusion was reached at the session of the 
caucus Tuesday, and they were not refer- 
red to today. 

The recommendations of the president and 
Secretary Carlisle were only touched upon 
in an informal manner.

less any effort to pass the tariff bills would 
be, and having expressed himself fully 
and freely, did not appear to take any in- 
terest in the discussion today.

WITHDRAWAL OF GOLD. 


A Million and a Half Taken from the 
Treasury in One Day. 
Washington. December 6.--Gold  with- 
drawals from the treasury within the past 
few days have assumed considerable pro- 
portions and indications point to a con- 
tinuance. Yesterday.at New York, Phila- 
delphia and Boston. ‘$1,500,000 in gold was 
withdrawn, United States notes being pre- 
sented for redemption in gold. The rate of 
exchange, too, and the scarcity of commer- 
cial paper locks as if gold exports will be 
made this week or next, further depleting 
the reserve. which, by treasury figures, 
stands today at $111,000,000. Tr be added to 
this is about $2,250,000 yet to be paid in on 
account of the recent bond issue, but gold 
taken out in exchange for United States 


notes is stiN to be subtracted. 


The treasury balances today stood at 
$154,727,000, of which $109,70u,000 was in gold. 
The receipts are in excess of last month 
at this time. 

It now appears to be certain that the gold 
reserve will not exceed. $110,000,000, instead 
of $16,000,000, and if gold exports begin in 
any considerable volume it will not take 
long, with the drain upon it by withdraw- 
als for United States nutes and export pur- 
poses, to reduce it below the $100,000,000 
mark. Most of this gold is being taken 
out by brokers, and treasury officials do 
not conceal their vexation over the possible 
depletion of the gold reserve immediately 
after having replenished it by a bond issue. 
Since the bonds were paid by the Stewart 
Syndicate about $4,500,000 in gold has been 
withdrawn from the treasury, and just 
prior to the issue, $5,000,000, making a loss 
so far of about $9,500,000.

The Contest Election Biff. 


Mr. Johns’s bill, No. 626, provides for a 
contest bill. By its provision any eleetor 
ray contest the election of any state oifi- 
cer for any of the following causes: Mal- 
conduct, fraud or @prruption on the part of 
any inspector, clerk, returning officer or 
board of supervisors. 2. When the person 
whose election to such office igs contested 
was noi eligible at the time uf such ¢lec- 
tion. 3. On account of illegal votes. 4. On 
account of the rejection of legal votes. 5. 
Everything calculated to prevent a fair 
election. 

It must be shown that enough illegal 
votes have been counted for the contestee 
to change the résult before he can be de. 
prived of his office. 

The bill then provides the manner of pro- 
cedure on the part of the contestant. All 
ecntests must be commenced within thirty 
days after the election. The person con. 
testing must give sufficient sureties to cover 
the cost of the contest in such sum as the 
speaker may deem sufficient. At least ten 
days before the contest the contesting party 
must give the contestee notice of the frauds 
he proposes to allege. ‘fhe bill requires 
Aches es judges to give copies of the poll 
ists to either party upon application on 
being paid the fees therefor. On the trial 
of the contest, the precinct inspectors shall 
be required to produce the original poll lists 
and ballots filed and kept by them for ex- 
amination, which shall be prima facie evi- 
dence that the parties named in the poll 
list voted. Any person may be required to 
answer whether he voted or not. Any wit- 
ness who fails to appear on summons must 
be proceeded against as other defaulting 
witnesses. The witness shall receive the 
game fees as witnesses in the state courts 
receive. ‘ 

_ The general assembly in joint session shall 
constitute the court of trial. The bill was 
referred to the judiciary committee.

THE IRON FRADE. 


Prices Are Easy in Spite of Better 
Demand. 

Cleveland, O., December 6.—The Iron 
Trade Review says today: “Although De- 
cember is usually marked by halting busi- 
ness and a general waiting for new year 
developments; its first week has spown a 
goodiy total of iron and steel trading in 
some sections, at least. Chicago seems 
to lead, the central west has been some- 
what less active, and the minimum of ac- 
tivity appears in the east. Reports agree 
that purchases of foundry irons have been 
expanding in the past four weeks, and the 
number of buyers -villing to contract far 
into 1895° has increased as signs have ap- 
pea™ed that the tendency will be upward 
rather than a coutinuation of the decline 
that has been practically without interrup- 
tion in the past two years. Prices are easy, 
in spite of the better demand, the strong 
statistical posftion of coke iron up to De- 
cember ist, and the improbability of any 
appreciable increase for some time in the 
capacity of coke furnaces active, either 
north or south, The situation as to Besse- 
mer iron is not clearly developed. There 
are some few Sales, including January de- 
livery, on a basis of $10.40 to $10.50 at Pitts- 
burg, and the coke uncertainty is not to 
as great an extent, a handicap as in the 
past three ‘weeks. The fact that the re- 
serve coke supplies of the largest steel pro- 
ducer are to be made twice as great as that 
carried prior to the recent strike, is re- 
garded as an index of higher coke and 
higher coke wages. The riamors of combi- 
nation seem to ignore the fact that one 
important coke producer will not be found 
in any arrangement of that sort; the ques- 
tion for old operators to consider is wheth- 
er there will be more money in running 
their plants in part at a somewhat higher 
price and allowing this producer to run 
full at a cut price. Steel works and rolling 
mills report a slackened pace of operations 
as the year draws to a close. In the east 
there has been sharp competition on De 
cember business and on finished materiai, 
with the possible exception of plates, some 
of the quotations made have been as low 
as at any time in the year. In the central 
west some steel has been bought and 
more is hanging fire. Inquirtes from car 
shops have tmparted more life to the west- 
ern’ bar iron trade, but the mills seem ¢o 
have lost all assertion on prices. In con- 
nection with the ‘rail situation much undue 
importance has been attached in newspa- 
per-statements to thé"Ohio Steel Company. 
No preparations have been made to' roll 
rails there, and it is not expected that the 
plant will turn out billets until February 
ist. Arrangements are making at a Cleve- 
land steel plant, however, by which rail 
orders can be taken care of when thought 
desirable. Tin plate manufacture has be- 
come a deadiock on both sides of the water. 
“Meantime accumulated siocks at eastern 
points and on the other side, are ample 
for all demands, with prices at the lowest.”

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The State and the Exposition! 

The house of representatives threat- 
ens not to pass the appropriation of 
$25,000 for an exhibit of the resources 
of the state of Georgia at the Cotton 
States and Internaltional exposition. 

All right! If Georgia can do without 
it, the exposition will manage to get 
along. It was not for the exposition 
that the appropriation was asked, and 
the action of the house will not alter 
in fhe slightest degree the great expo 
sition movement which has alreatly at- 
tracted tthe attention of the whole world. 

It‘is a source of gratification to know, 
however, that the liberal and progres- 
sive counties of Georgia are in line for 
gan adequate presentation of the state's 
resources, knowing this to be the great- 
est opportunity Georgia has ever had. 

Surely, surely, the general assembly 
will not let the resolution be defeated. 
The state of 
Georgia will be put in the attitude of 
asking other states and countries to 
take a step which it refuses itself to take. 
The government has already appro- 
priated $200,000. Nearly every South 
American republic has issued formal ac- 
cepittance of the invitation to be repre- 
sented Here by an adequate display of 
their resources. Will Georgia stand be- 
fore the world in the niggardly attitude 
of clutching her fists to her pockets and 
expressing her willingness to allow her 
resources to die of the dry rot, rather 
than open her eyes to the development 
of her wonderful opportunities! 

If the general assembly adjourns with- 
out providing for an appropriate show- 
ing for Georgia at this great exposition, 
truly it can be said that the moss-backs 
have triumphed and that Georgia has 
taken a step to the rear! 


The Nicaragua Canal. 

It is to be regretted that the presi- 
dent’s message failed to recommend 
the pledging of the government’s credit 
to aid the construction of the Nicara- 
gua canal. 

This omission must be very gratifying 
to England, as it is directly in line 
with her wishes. England will do 
everything in her power to prevent tne 
canal from being built by our money 
and controlled by our government. And 
yet this is just what we must do if 
We expect to ever compete successfully 
with the British for the trade of the 
Pacific countries of South America and 
the markets of the far east. 

If the president’s message, so far as 
this matter is concerned, had been dic- 
tated by a British diplomat it could not 
have been more thoroughly opposed to 
our commercial policy and our best in- 
terests. 

The canal is a necessity, and if our 
government does not promptly back it 
the company engaged in its construc- 
tion will borrow the money it needs in 
London, and England will then control 
it until some future generation of Ameri- 
cans will be prepared to seize and hold 
it by main force. 

We cannot see how any congressman 
who is not working for British interests 
can withhold his support from the canal 
project. This waterway between the 
oceans under our control would build up 
our south Atlantic and gulf ports, and 
with cheap and rapid transit between 
our Atlantic coast and all the countries 
bordering on the Pacific, the bulk of the 
trade which now goes to England would 


come to us. 


It is the greatest commercial oppor- 
tunity in our history, and we shall be 
criminally negligent if we do not 
utilize it. 


Clairvoyant’s Prediction. 

Kate Field’s Washington credits Mrs. 
Baldwin, a noted clairvoyant, with the 
prediction that Benjamin Harrison will 
be our next president. 

This announcement was received with 
great surprise by those who were pres- 
ent at Mrs. Baldwin’s seance, but the 
clairvoyant’s husband disposed of all 
doubts by offering to bet that the pre- 
diction would come true, and the fact 
that he is a Cleveland man naturally 
gave emphasis to bis offer. 

A Washington politician who was pres- 
ent, expressed the opinion that Mrs. 
Baldwin was right. He said:

We feel confident that the republican, 
democratic and populist platforms in 
1896 will all favor free silver, and the 
one which appears to be the strongest 
and the sincerest on that line will sure- 
ly win. 


Donnelly’s Exit. 

Ignatius Donnelly in a fit of disgust 
announces his retirement from public 
life. He has resigned the presidency 
of the Minnesota Farmers’ Alliance, and 
proposes to devote himself to literary 
work and to the editing of his paper, 
The Representative. In his manifesto 
he says: 

God seems to have decreed that I 
should never possess any high position from 
which I could carry out my ideas for the 
good of the human family. Even the priv- 
ilege of working for reform in the narrow 
field of the legislature of the state is de- 
nied me. With a brain busy with schemes 
for the welfare of men, and a heart full 
of benevolent impulses, I am left as ut- 
terly powerless as if I had been transferred 
bodily to the remotest wilds of Alaska. 
Corporate power has built a wall of fire 
around me through which I cannot pass. 
But at least, through the columns of The 
Representative, I can reach out and infiu- 
ence the minds of men in this state, as, 
through my books, I have been able to 
rouse millions, all over the world, from 
their topor. And so when I pass the dark 
gates I shall not, I trust, go with hands 
altogether empty. 

Mr. Donnelly is a brilliant man, but 
He has been 
a republican, a democrat, a greenbacker 
and a populist, and winds up by being 
nothing. He has been on all sides of 
all questions and does not know at pres- 
ent where he stands. 

Naturally, this disappointed dema- 
gogue is pessimistic. He predicts that 
the nation will sink in a sea of poverty 
or a flood of civil war, and yet his ex- 
pressed determination to devote him- 
self to literary work would indicate his 
belief that the country will be peaceful 
and prosperous enough to enable him to 
earn a living by his pen. 

The truth is, Donnelly is simply an 
interesting visionary—‘“‘a sophistical rhet- 
orician, inebriated with the exuberance 
of his own verbosity.” 


Currency Reform. 

As The Constitution predicted -the 
Other day, a majority of the eastern 
papers are turning the cold shoulder 
to Mr. Cleveland’s currency plan. Even 
The New York Times damns it with 
faint praise, and then demands a cur- 
rency commission. The only notable ex- 
ception is The Journal of Commerce, 
which seems to endorse the plan, al- 
though it surrounds the endorsement 
with a good many “ifs” and “ands” and 
“buts.” 

It may be taken for granted, we think, 
that when the organs of goldbuggery in 
the east announce their opposition to 
any measure of financial reform, it is 
because they see in it some provision 
calculated to relieve the people from the 
strain on their resources that has been 
caused by the demonetization of silver. 

We find three objections to Mr. Cleve- 
land’s plan. One is that it does not 
provide for the remonetizatn of silver; 
another is that it was not introduced 
as a substitute for the Sherman act; and 
still another is, that although the legal 
tender notes are to be made the basis of 
the guarantee fund, Mr. Carlisle talks of 
their gradual retirement and cancella- 
tion. 

The first objection we shall not dis- 
cuss, and it is too late to discuss the 
second; but it seems to us certain that 
if Mr. Cleveland had brought in this 
currency. plan, or something better, as 
a substitute for the Sherman act, in- 
stead of relying on brute force and the 
power of patronage to bring about un- 
conditional repeal, he would now have 
a united and a triumphant party behind 
him in congress instead of a defeated, 
chaotic and disgruntled element. 

As to the third objection—the proposi- 

tion of Mr. Carlisle to retire the legal 
tender currency—we presume it is 
merely a sop thrown out to the eastern 
men—a lasso to catch meddlers. Mr. 
Carlisle ought to be pretty well ac- 
quainted with the public of this coun- 
try, and if his knowledge has not mys- 
teriously lost its grip, he is well aware 
that a proposition to retire and cancel 
the legal tender currency has not the 
ghost of a show in any congress that 
can be elected by either party during 
the next quarter of a century. 
We are of the opinion, however, apart 
from these objections, that the proposed 
currency plan affords congress a basis 
for enacting a measure that will prove a 
welcome relief to business. The Boston 
Herald objects to the plan because it 
will place within reach of the people ad- 
ditional supplies of currency. That is 
the vary reason why we favor it. Tobe 
perfectly frank about it, we favor the 
plan because it is a shorter route to the 
eventual remonetization of silver than 
the road along which the country is now 
traveling. It will remove the strain 
that business is mow ‘suffering, and 
hasten the adoption of the only reason- 
able and permanent remedy for our 
present troubles. 

The Boston Herald says that Mr, 
Cleveland’s plan means currency infla- 
tion, but the present range of prices, 
far below the level of profit and busi- 
ness prosperity, shows that we are suf- 
fering from the, severest form of cur- 
rency contraction that has been experi- 
enced in this country in half a century 
—the contraction of the supply »f money 
of final payment. This has not only in- 
creased the value of the paper currency, 
as compared with the results of the 
people’s labor, but has contracted busi- 
ness ‘and paralyzed all enterprise. 

If the editor of The Boston Hegald 
were not as blind as a bat, he would 
perceive that there can be no revival of 
business and prosperity until there is 
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| rency, elther by expansion, or by a pre- 

mium on the yellow metal, is cut loose 
once and for all from the siigle gold 
standard. We may concoct currency 
plans from now until doomsday, but, if 
the profits of business, the prices of 
products and the wages of labor are to 
be measured by gold values, there can 
be no relief for the people—and this, in 
the very nature of things. For gold 
values are constantly increasing, and, 
to keep pace with them, the profits. of 
business, the prices of products and the 
wages of labor must be constantly fall- 
ing. : 

What The Herald is pleased to call 
the inflation feature of Mr. Cleveland's 
plan is simply currency expansion. 
Whether that expansion would amount 
to inflation or not would depend upon 
the penalty imposed for a violation of 
the law. The number of banks would 
be limited by the quantity of legal ten- 
der notes available. 

While we should be glad to see cur- 
rency reform on the general lines laid 
down by Mr. Cleveland, we feel that 
the golden opportunity was lost when 
the president failed to present some 
such measure, or a better one, as a sub- 
stitute for the Sherman law. Instead 
of doing that, Mr. Cleveland took coun- 
sel with his own political enemies and 
the enemies of his party. In forcing un- 
conditional repeal he flouted his own 
best interests and those ot his party, 
and he will find now that the men who 
were eager to aid him to the end that 
the schemes of the eastern Shylocks 
might be carried out and a breach crated 
between democrats, will be the first to 
turn their backs on him. The republi- 
cans stand ready to knife any reason- 
able or satisfactory plan of currency 
reform that Mr. Cleveland may sanction. 

On that account, there is small proba- 
bility that the present congress will be 
able to agree to any measure that will 
give the people relief. More’s the pity. 


Unwise Taxation. 

In his work on “Taxation in American 
States and Cities,” Professor Richard T. 
Ely comments on the strange course of 
our souwthern cities in restricting busi- 
ness and industry by means of special 
taxes, while in the north cities require 
licenses for very few specified pursuits, 
and leave people free to enter any oc- 
cupation. 

It must be admitted that in the south 
we go ‘too far in the matter of restrict- 
ive taxation. A special tax is exacted 
from every one who follows a trade or 
a business of his own, and Professor 
Ely calls attention to the fact that at 
the time his book was written the tax 
ordinanee of Atlanta devoted over six 
pages to the schedule of licenses. He 
says: 

The system of licenses on persons en- 
gaged in ordinafy pursuits is a most vi- 
cious one from every point of view. It 
tends to promote pauperism, because it 
makes it difficult to enter any pursuit 
which one may desire to follow. The li- 
cense fees ar2 considerable and are a 
great burden to. persons beginning busi- 
ness, as every one who has lived in a 
southern city knows. * * * It comes re- 
peatedly to the notice of the careful ob- 
server that one who is more or less doubt- 
ful about starting business in a southern 
city is finally decided not to do so by the 
license tax. 

Licenses like many of ours remind me of 
taxation in the time of feudalism, when 
only those were taxed who were too weak 
to resist. 

‘The professor does not single out At- 
lanta alone. 
ton fifty-six occupations are taxed, and 
he points out other southern cities where 
the taxation is similarly oppressive. He 
calls this system “local protection,” and 
remarks that it is a singular policy for 
a section which has always favored free 
international trade. 

It would be well for municipal law- 
makers to study Professor Ely’s book. 
There is great danger that the license 
system will be carried to an extreme, 
and thus drive off capital and enter- 
prise, which would otherwise seek in- 
vestment and employment in southern 
cities. 


Drawing It Out. 

The market writers on the New York 
papers are hinting at gold exports. bx- 
change has mysteriously hardened up 
until it has reached the point where 
gold may be exported. 

But why complain? Whether the 
treasury officials see the point or not, 
that is what bonds were sold for—that 
is what the taxpayers had to go in 
debt for—to get gold for export. Europe 
wants the gold and, under our treasury 
policy, can get it for the asking. The 
Wall street banks, seeing this, and 
knowing that they would have to fur- 
nish some of the gold in any event, con- 
cluded that the best way to dispose of 
it would be to buy bonds. In this way 
they were able to get a pretty good pre- 
mium on their gold. The bond syndi- 
cate’s profits on the fifty million pnr- 
chase already amount to two millions 
of dollars, a sum sufficient to feed and 
clothe several hundred poor people for 
a quarter of a century. 

But now we find this announcement 
in The New York Herald: 

The gold paid into the subtreasury for 
bonds is melting away very fast. Several 
millions have already been withdrawn and 
returned to the banks from which it was 
borrowed by those who wanted to tempora- 
rily pay it to the government for the bonds. 
It is the same old game over again— 
Davy Crockett’s coonskin paid over the 
counter and then surreptitiously drawn out 
again through the hole underneath. 

in other words, the banks do not want 
the gold on which they have already 
made an enormous profit to get away 
from them altogether. They want to 
save enough to buy imore bonds, and 
so they are drawing out that which they 
have paid in. d 

There is nothing more amazing on the 
face of the earth than the spectacle of 
as strong a man as Mr. Cleveland allow- 
ing his administration to be made the 
cat’s-paw and plaything of the Wall 
street banks.

Says The New Orleans Picayune: “Of the 
confederate survivors, it is doubtful if there 
are 300,000 of them remaning on the face 
of the earth, and all of them are engaged 
in paying taxes to make up the pensions of 
their former antagonists. For these south- 
ern veterans no paternal government pro- 
vides generous pensions or comfortable 
soldiers’ homes. In a few rare cases, those 
who are so much disabled as to be wholly 
dependent. receive a small provision at the 
hands of their states; but all others must 
support themselves or be supported by 
friends. The only recompense they have 
ever received for the most patriotic services 
men ever performed is the consciousness of 
duty done, and the credit history has given 
them of having made the most gallant and 
daring fight of modern times. But that is 
enough for such men. They face fate as 
they often faced death, shirking no duty 
and asking no favors. It is beyond the pow- 
er of man to do more.”’

On the other hand, The New York Tribune 
represents the east when it says: ‘‘The 
banking plam which Secretary Carlisle sub- 
mits, and to which the president gives ‘un- 
Qualified endorsement,’ is a grave disap- 
pointment. Some giood men, who had no 
sympathy with the democratic demand for 
wildeat banking, have been drawn into the 
whirlpool, but are sacrificing reputations 
as sound bankers by endorsing a scheme 
which would first weaken and finally de- 
stroy the national system, stimulate infla- 
tion of currency, of prices, and of specula- 
tion, and after resulting disaster, would 
intensify the demand for mere fiat money.” 


THE MESSAGE IN THE SOUTH. 


Macon News: Mr. Cleveland does not pre- 
tend to defend the legality of the bond issue 
in his message. He defiantly tells congress 
he expects to keep on issuing bonds when- 
ever he thinks the necessities of the treas- 
ury demand it; wk‘ch means, whenever he 
wants to do it, and will do this under an act 
which had no other purpose than to pro- 
vide for the resumption of specie payments, 
which resumption wags accomplished years 
ago. He might as well do it under authority 
of an act to establish Indian agencies. The 
one would confer’ as much authority as 
the other. 


Rome Tribune: He will win the commenda- 
tion of the southern people by his espousal 
of the cause of state banks, the only pos- 
sible objection being the limitations, of 
which it cannot yet be said whether they 
will be sufficient to destroy the effect the 
repeal of the tax is expected to bring about.

Financial Gossip. 


From The New York Stockholder. 

Prices generally made some upward pro- 
gress Tuesday and a few stocks scored 
marked advances. Indeed the market 
treated the bullish traders well consider- 
ing that it had to contend all day with 
St. Paul’s unfavorable showing for the 
fourth week of November. Its decreased 
earnings for that period reaching $155,000 
compared with ’88, while $313,000 and $214,000 
respectively are the decreases~ compared 
with 1892 and 1891. Comment on such re- 
sults would be superfluous. 

The active stocks, those in which the 
short interest is largest, like Western 
Union, Burlington, St. Paul, Chicago Gas, 
are doubtless a purchase for speculative 
profits on moderate concessions for the 
present, simply because the local operators 
are engaged in an effort to make a turn 
on the long side, and the situation being 
free from serious ‘disturbances they meet 
with no formidable obstructions. 

A rise of 2% points in Chicago Gas may 
be explained by the fact that it had lately 
declined to a point. at which 
were willing to buy, as on many occasions 
before. The stock is worked up and down 
within a range of 10 points and manipula- 
tors were busy in the forng-r direction 
yesterday. : 

The early movements of the Granger 
shares were irregular. Burlington opened 
down and advanced a point, ending % 
higher on the day. The short interest was 
the principal support and in the loan crowd 
the stock lent at 1-32. Rock Island was 
also fairly strong on its moderate decrease 
in earnings, while St. Paul,’ which was 
freely sold by London-houses owing to its 
heavy loss in earnings, lost 1%. 

The latter reflected of course the crop 
failed in South Dakota and Iowa, where the 
company operates over 2,000 miles of road, 
which has deprived it of a great tonnage. 
They show also the effects of the depres- 
sion in wheat, and the scant buying power 
of the western people. 

As crops in its territory are bad, the 
reasonable conclusion is that its tonnage 
will not enlarge until new crops are as- 
sured and not then unless they are good 
ones. That conclusion will unquestionably 
have weight with the directors when they 
meet for the next dividend, if they meet at 
all for that purpose in the first half of 1895. 

Interest in exchange did not abate and 
that market reflected continued strength 
Owing tu a good inquiry, the scarcity of 
bills and the indisposition of bankers -to 
make any concessions in rates. Posted 
rates were unchanged at 4.87%, and 4.89. 
As high as 4.88 plus a brokerage was paid 
for demand bills deliverable in the latter 
part of January. Rates for actual busi- 
ness were: Sixty days, 4.86% to 4.87; de- 
mand, 4.88; cables, 4.884. Commercial bifis 
were 4.85% to 4.86. Cotton bills were 
scarce. 

The foregoing suggests nearby gold ex- 
ports and it will not be surprising if these 
materialize at the close of the week. The 
treasury reserve, however, having been 
fortified by the gcvernment bond issue, is 
now in condition to meet the demand.

We believe 
there is a large portion of the wheat in 
store in Chicago held by very strong parties 
who will not dispose of if on any little de- 
cline, or apparent weakness. They believe 
in much higher prices. We consider the 
government report of wheat feeding de- 
cidedly bullish, and. that the feeding of 
wheat is not only going on continually in 
this country, but in all other countries 
where cheap wheat is obtainable, thus ma- 
terially reducing the supply, the effect of 
which will be more noticeable later in the 
season. : 

The market closed strong at the advance. 

Local receipts of corn exceeded the esti- 
mates ¥1 cars, and the market ruled firm 
and steady, though inactive the entire ses- 
sion. The number of contract grade con- 
tinues to run very small, though this has 
but little effect owing to the small trade 
in January. Transactions today were prin. 
cipally canfined to vcalpers, and have bcen 
of an insignificant character. Traders in 
general are inclined to favor the long side 
of corn. 

Provisions inclined to dullness, and quo- 
tations have been principally nominal. Re- 
ceipts at the yards of 51,000 overran the esti- 
mate 3,000 and caused a weak market on 
hogs, but little effect on futures. Commis- 
sion houses bought some, while packers 
sold. :

to it anm@ the benefits that I think will 
accrue to the state of Georgia if this 
appropriation is made. I have heard in 
he discussion of this question no opposi- 
tion to the proposition that the state ought 
to be represented at this exposition at 
all. No one has said that it ought not 
to be done. The only point that has teen 
made on the opposition is on the constitu- 
tionality of the question. Now, gentile- 
men, I want to admit in advance that my 
friend Fouche from Floyd and my friend 
Worley from Hilbert are distinguished law- 
vers, and I want to call your attention 
to the facts they have stated as to why 
they could not conscientiously consent to 
vote for this matter. Both of them siated 
that it was: a. good thing; both of them 
thought it was right to be done. -is I said 
before, they are both excellent lawyers, 
but they have not offered one singie argu- 
nient that you can call te mind now that 
will satisfy you that the grounds upcn 
which they have stated their cons.icutional 
objection are well laid. My friend from 
Elbert says that he is opposed tu it be- 
cause ef the word ‘support.’ Vrell, now, 
t cart help that: Are you undér'rs chiga- 
tion to support anything that wiil do good 
to your state? Are you under no obligations 
to do it; haven't you sworn that you will 
do anything that will support anc beip your 
state’? The gentleman from Floyd opposes 
it upon the ground the there is nothing 
speciically stated in the constitution that 
authorizes this expenditure on the part of 
state.

the products of that’ soil and putting it in 
a building. where. the greatest number of 
people can see it, can you help Georgia’s 
interests, - : 
What the Company Will Do. 

“Now the exposition company says that 
if Georgia agrees to make this exhibit we 
will give you a building that costs us $40,006 
to exhibit in. We will give you every 
facility that is possible to present it in 
the greatest array that is possible. Why? 
Will it help Atlanta? Yes. How? Every 
doliar that we bring into Georgia helps 
Atlanta. I do not care where you put it, 
it will not only help Atlanta, but it will 
help Rome, Macon, Savannah, Augusta; it 
will help every town in this state. But I 
tell you that the greatest wealth in this 
country is not in the cities, but in the land 
—the land that has been persecuted since 
the war more than any Class of property 
that I know of. You Know it. There is a 
Statute upon the ‘statute books of the 
United States which says that you shall 
not offer this land as collateral in any 
bank of the United States. You know it. 
If you go to a bank and say, ‘I have 1,000 
acres.of land and I want to borrow one- 
tenth of its value,’ you cannot get that 
money because the statutes of the United 
States have prohibited you from making 
use Of your land in this way. Now how 
are you going to get out of this? How are 
you going to get away from it? Are you 
going to lay down and let things go from 
bad to worse? Our people are land poor. 
We want to dispose of it. We want tod 
put it in condition that the people of this 
country will be attracted to this state. We 
have as good land as is on the face of the 
earth. Why, if I could bring people to let

| was grown in every country where cotton 

grows. We had a patch of it. It was un- 
der the department that I had control of, 
and I am therefore well acquainted with’ 
the results that followed. We brought peo- 
ple from all sections of this cotton growing: 
country to look at it. We picked out of 
the fields in the morning the raw cotton 
and by night we had it spun and woven 
and made into a suit for the governor of 
the state of Georgia to wear. Well, there 
was not much in that, but it showed what 
we could do. We showed to every man in 
this county the different species of cot- 
ton that was raised in the world. There 
‘was not much in that perhaps. But there 
were people from all parts of the country. 
here interested in cotton and many people 
learned of things they never knew before. 
But one of the results of that convention 
was an important discovery in regard to 
making cotton seed oll. What was the re- 
sult of that? Before that there was but 
one cotton seed oil company. In less than 
twelve months after that exposition there 
was a cotton seed oil mill in Atlanta as 
large as the largest that is to be found to- 
day anywhere. And today we have got 
three large mills in Atlanta, and in Geor- 
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gia and in the south there is 
not a city of any importance 
that has not got a cotton seed oil 
mill. That was the direct result. 


of the appropriation of $105,000 that we 
rade for the purpese of bringing these facts 
before the people; and yet you tell me that 
you can see no good results that will follow | 
if- we have our exposition. It will attract 
thousands of people to this country. It is 
for the purpose af showing to the world the 
agriculture of Georgia and her mineral re- 
sources. Now, I do not doubt the fact that 
if we have this exposition that we will have. 
parts of this state represented there. My 
friend from Floyd tells me that Floyd cour- 
ty will make an exhibit which will cost 
them $10,000.

It was necessary that this should be done, ; 
| because Georgia was not only the heart 
of the confederacy, but the soul of it. You

| Georgia mines furnished the saltpeter to |

“There is sure to be a benefit reaped to 
the landowners of Georgia, for there is 
nothing equal to the land in this state in 
the world. ‘Where do you find the richest 
gold mines east of the Rocky mountains? 
In north Georgia. Where do you find the 
richest copper mines south of the lakes? 
In Georgia. And so on. Why not ex- 
hibit all these resources to the people that | 
will be at the exposition? Do you want 
to put your light under a bushel measure 
to keep the public from seeing it? How 
will you feel when these people come here 
next year to visit the exposition when they 
ask for Georgia’s exhibit and taey are 
told that Georgia’s legislature refused evim 
the small pittance of $25,000 for the pur- 
pose of making an agricultural exhibit? 

‘The agricuitural department has never 
been a drug on the market. They have 
been sustaining themselves, and they pay 
more money into the treasury than they 
get out of it. And remember_pot a dollar 
of this apprupriation goes to any one but. 
to your state officers, who will have entire 
charge of the exhibit. They will oversee 
the expenditure of the money and every- 
thing in regard to it. This exhibit is not 
only for three months but it is to continue. 
When the exposition is over everything 
that is-not perishable will be exhibited 
in the cellars of the capitol so that any- 
body who wants to can at any time view 
Georgia’s resources. , 

“Now, gentlemen, I want to say to you 
that the city of Atlanta when the wur end- 
ed was the most desolate place in this 
country. When I came back from the army 
alli I had was the land that I lived on: 
My house was destroyed. The house that I. 
lived in I built with my own hands. I. slept 
on the floor six months, because I did not 
have money enough to buy a bedstead.

‘Any doubt that may have existed over the 
passage, by the jegislature, of a general 
registration law was swept away by the 
action of the house yeste! Jay morning. 

There had been some talk of a fight on the 
bill and some opposition did develop, but it 
amounted to little so far as the final re- 
- gult was concerned. 

Some of the representatives of 
@lready having registration systems were 
expected to oppose the. passage of the com- 
mittee’s bill as amended, taking the position 
that the systems they had were petter than 
that provided by the general bill, but the 
recessity for some general law was S80 par- 
amount that almost all of these fell in line, 
Of the 35 votes against the pill, but 4 were 
cast by democrats. 

Went Through All Right. 

When the bill came up 45 special order, 
immediately after the journal had been 
read, Mr. West moved to table it. 

There was some little discvtssion over the 
motion ag to whether it was made at the 
proper time or no}, a call for the previous 
quesuon having been made and there be- 
ing an apparentConflict, but as soon as 
this was straigh.ened out the motion to 
table was overwhelmingly defeated. 

Under the order for the previous question 
Mr. Redding, chairman of the committee 
which prepared the bill, yielded ten minutes 
of his time to Mr. Fleming, who made a 
very strong speech in favor of the bill. Then

Mr. Muadlebrooks then moved that the 
bill be immediately transmitted to the sen- 
ate. This brought on another roll call, Mr. 
Harrison calling for a yea and nay vote. 
There was a desire on the part of the 
opponent of the bill to move @ 
consideration of the bill. The yeas on the 
motion were 110 and the nays 37, so the bill 
was immediately transmitted to the senate. 


The full text of the bill is: 
The Bill As It Stands. 

“Section 1. Be it enacted by the general 
assembly, that after the first Monday in 
January, 1895, no person shall be permitted 
to vote in any election in the state for 
presidential electors, lor members of con- 
gress, for governor, for statehouse officers, 
for members of the general assembly, for 
county officers, county commissioners, for 
justices of the peace, for constables, tor 
members of the county board of education, 
where chosen by the people, nor in any 
other popular election to fill any other 
state or county office now existing or here- 
after created, nor in any state or county 
election for any purpose whatever, unless 
puch person shall have been registered as 


hereinafter provided. 

“Sec, 2. Be it likewise enacted, that on 
January 1, 189%, or as soon thereafter as 
practicable, and on the ist day of January 
pf each succeeding year, the tax collector 
of each county in this state shall open a 
book, or books, to be designated as ‘voters’ 
books,’ containing on the first page, or near 
the first page thereof, the following oath, 
to-wit: 

“*T do swear or affim that I am a citizen 
of the United States; that I am twenty-one 
wears of age or will be on the of 
— — of this calendar year; that I have 
resided in this state for one year, and in 
this county for six months immediately 
preceding the date of this oath, or wi.l have 
go resided on the of of this 
calendar year; that I have paid all taxes 
which, since the adoption of the constitu- 
tion of 1877, have been required of me, ex- 
cept taxes for this year, and that I am not 
disfranchised from voting by reason of 
any offense committed against the laws of 
this state. I further swear or altfirm that 
I reside in the district, G. M.,:or in 
the ward of the city of -——,, at 
guumber on street.’ 

“Said tax collector may opep as many 
yf said voters’ books as he may deem neces- 
Bary, and he shall always keep one such 
yoter may apply to the tax collector, or his 
Dffice at the county site, at any and ail 
times when his office is open fcr the pay- 
ment of taxes or other business, and he 
shall also cagry with him and keep open 
for signatures one such voters’ book in each 
and all of his visits to the several imilitia 
districts of his county, for the purpose of 
coulecting taxes; that said tax collector, or 
any clerk employed by him and authorized 
by him to receipt for taxes in the usual 
course of this employment, is hereby empow- 
ered to take charge of said voters’ books, 
and to administer said oath. When the 
signature of any person is not clearly legi- 
ble, the officer in charge of the voters’ book 
shall, at the time the signature is made, 
write out the same in clearly legible let- 
ters, opposite or under said signature. 

“Sec. 3. Be it likewise enacted, that any 
male person desiring to be registered as a 
voter may apply to the tax co.lector, or his 
clerk as above described, and after reading 
said oath, or having same read to him, 
shall subscribe to the same by signing his 
name in said voters’ book underneath the 
written or printed oath above described, 
or on some page foliowing the 
one on which sai wath is 
printed or written—a memorandum 
or entry of the district or ward (giving the 
name of. the street and the street number 
of his residence, if any) in which affiant 
lives, being first made by the officer in 
charge of the book, or by the affiant, above 
the place of signatures of the affiant. And 
when affiant is not twenty-one years old 
at the date of taking the oath, a similar 
ent Or memorandum shall! in fike man- 
ner be made, showing the date in that year 
when the will reach twenty-one; and when 
affiant has not resided in the state one year, 
or in the county six months, at the vate of 
taking the oath, a similar entry or memor- 
andum shall be made, showing the date 
in that year when he wiil have resided in 
the state one year, and in the county six 
months. Upon request of the applicant 
the officer in charge of the book shail read 
or repeat said oath distinctly to the appli- 
cant, and if the applicant cannot sign his 
name, the said officer shall sign it for him, 
the applicant making his mark thereto. 
The signatures so made in said ‘voters’ 
books’ shall be prima facie evidence that 
the person so signing swears or affirms 
the truth of every material fact contained

“Sec. 4. Ke it hkewise enacted, that in ad- 
dition to keeping said voters’ books open

A name ap- 
pearing on the list taken from the voters’ 
books, and not appearing on the list of dis- 
qualified voters aforesaid, shall be withheld 
from the list of registered voters when the 
county registrars are convinced by suffi- 
eient proot that such person is in fact not 

ualified to vote. A name appearing on 
the list of disqualified voters shall be en-

ty registrars are convinced by _ sufficient 
proof that such person was not disqualified 
or that his disqualitication has been re- 
moved. 

‘No name ghall be entered on the list of 
registered voters unless it was signed in the 
voters’ books, as shown by the list taken 
therefrom. The county registrars shall 
not be confined to the evidence furnished 
by the list of disqualified voters, but may 
have access to the original papers or books 
from which said lists. were compiled, and 
may hear any compet®nt written evidence 
or oral testimony, under Oath, concerning 
the disqualification of any person whose 
name appears on the list taken from the 
voters’ books. The county registrars may 
likewise héar any competent written evi- 
dence or oral testimony, tinder oath, con- 
cerning the removal of the disqualification 
of any person whose name appears on the 
list of disqualified voters. 

“The names of all persons who were not 
of age, or who had not resided in the state 
and county the requisite time at the date 
of signing the oath in the voters’ books, 
shal. be placed on the proper lists prepared 
for any election occurring after the date 
when such persons reached full age, or have 
resided in the state and county the requisite 


etime. 
“For the purpose of determining the qual- 


ification.or disqualification of persons as 
aforesaid, the county registrars shall have 
the power to require the production of 
books, papers, etc., upon one day’s notice, 
and upon like notice to subpoena and swear 
witnesses.' If the county registrars shall 
differ among themselves upon any question 
coming before them under this act, the con- 
current vote of two of said registrars shail 
control. The sheriff, his deputy, or any 
lawtul constable of said county may serve 
all summonses, notices and subpoenas as is- 
sued by said county registrars, and receive 
compensation as is customary for 
like services. 

“Sec. 9. Be it likewise enacted, that the

All of said sums are 
be paid out of the county treasury, as 
other county bills are paid; provided, how- 
ever, that the county commissioners of 
any county shall have the power io fix 
a different compensation for the above 
named officers in their respective counties, 
and in counties having no county commis- 
sioners such power to change the compen- 
sation herein provided shali belong to that 
officer or officers exercising the powers 
usually vested in county commissioners.

‘Section 12. it likewise enacted, that 
said voters’ books, and lists taken there- 
from, said lists or disqualified persons, said 
lists of registered voters, shall be at all 
times open to reasonable inspection of any 
citizen of the county, but shall not be re- 
moved for such inspection from the custody 
of the ordinary or other officer in charge. 
At the end of each year the tax collector

Section 13. Be it likewise enacted, that 
any person who shall sign his name or 
mark to the oath in said voters’ book as 
aforesaid, and who is not in fact qualified 
as stated in said oath, shall be guilty of 
a misdemeanor, and punished as provided 
in section 4310 of the code of 1882.

way, he came in contact with an engine on 
the Seaboard Air-Line belt railroad.
